T HE occaſion of this, is to give you my Thoughts upon the preſent juncture; 
; which concerns ndt only you, but every Proteſtant, and Free-born man of 
England, T am confident, | that wiſhes well to the Proteſtant Religion and his - 
' Country; and I am perſwaded, that every man of you thinks both in danger, and 
now to lyeat ſtake. Iam alſo perſwaded, that every man of you will rejoyce to ſee 
Religion and Property ſettled ; if fo, then I am not miſtaken in my Conjectures con- 
cerning you. Can you ever hope for a better occaſion to root out POPERY and 
SLAVERY, than by. joyning with the P. of -0. whoſe Propoſals contain and ſpeak 
the deſires of every man that loves his Religion and Liberty 2 And in faying this, I 
will invite you to nothing but what I will do my ſelf; and I will not deſire any of 
you to go any further than I will move my ſelf; [neither will I put you upon any 
danger where I will not take ſhare in it. I propoſe this to you, not as you are my 
Tenants, butas my Friends, and as you are Eng/iſhmen. No man can love fighting 
for its own fake, nor find any Pleaſure in Danger. And you may imagine, I would 
be very glad to ſpend the reſt of my days in Peace, I having had fo great a ſhare in 
Troubles ; but I ſee all lyesat ſtake; T am to chooſe whether I will be a Slave and a 
Papiſt, or a Proteſtant and a Freemay, and therefore the Caſe being thus, I ſhall think 
my ſelf falſe to my Country, if I fit-ſtill at this time. I am of Opinion, that when 
the Nation is deliverd, it-muſt be by force or by miracle f it would be too great 4 
preſumption to expect the latter, and therefore our Deliverance muſt be by force, 
and I hope this is the time for it; a price is now put into our hands, and if it miſ- 
carry for want of. Aſſiſtance, our blood is upon our own heads ; and he that is 
paſſive at this time, may very well expet that God will mock when the fear of 
Afflictions comes upon him, which he thought to avoid by being indifferent. 
If the K. prevails, farewel Liberty of Conſcience, which has hitherto been allowed, 
not for the fake of the Proteſtants, but in order to ſettle Popery. You may ſee what 
'toexped if he get the better ; and he hath lately given you, of this Town, a taſte of 
» the Method whereby he will maintain his Army. And you may ſee of what ſort 
of people: he intends his Army to conſiſt, and if you have not a mind to ferve 
- ſuch Maſters, then ſtand not by and ſee -your Country-men periſh, when they. 
are endeavouring to defend you. I promiſe this on my Word and Honour, 
to every Tenant that* goes along with me, That if he fall, I will make his 
"Leaſe as good to his Family, as it was when he went from home. The thing 
' "then! which I deſire, . and your Country does expect from you, is this, That every 
_ -Man:that hath a tollerable Horſe, or can procure one, will meet me on Boder-Downs, 
_- xo morrow, where I Randezvouze : But if any of you is rendred unable by reaſon of 
Age; or any other juſt Excuſe, then thar he would mount a fitter Perſon, and put 
Ave Pounds in his Pocket. Thoſe that have not, nor cannot procure Horſe, let 
them ſtay at home, and aſſiſt with their Purſes, and ſend it to me with a particular of 
_ every mans Contribution. I impoſe on no man, but let him lay his hand on his Heart, 
and conſider what he is willing to give to recover his Religion and Liberty ; and to 
ſuch I promiſe, and*to all that go along with me, that it we prevail, 1 will be as 
Induſtrious to have him recompenced for his Charge and Hazard, as I will be to ſeek 
it for my ſelf. This Advice I give to all that ſtay behind, That when you hear the 
_-- Papiſts have commitred any Out-rage, or any Riſing, that you will ger together ; 
_—- forir is better to meet your Danger than expeCt it. I have no more to fay, but that 
..- Jamwilling toloſe my Life in the Cauſe, if God ſee it good, for I was never unwilling 
- .- to dye-for my Religion and Country. 
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
